The Draft Needs Remodelling 


Since the step-up in the war in Viet 


Nam. the military draft ha; come in for 
serious scrutiny. This has included even 
the setting up of classes and the writing of 
pamphlets on how to avoid the 
draft. 


While such activities are disgusting they 
do indicate major flaws in the current 
system which is anything but democratic. 
It ought to be overhauled from the very 
bottom. 


A major problem is that the present 


system is aimed, not at universal military 
training 
for 
all 
reasonably 
healthy 


American young men, but at trying to fill 
the gap between the number of volunteers 
for military service and those 
actually 


needed. In part there is also a conflict 
between the idea of a professional military 
force and a citizen's responsibility to 
defend bis country. There may also be 
some amount of confusion over whether an 
efficient military machine can be best built 
through the medium of universal military 
training and which aim should come first. 


One point of view has been to so raise 


the salaries and other benefits for military 
service that enough volunteers 
would 


enlist to enable the draft to be cancelled. 
However, since many young men now 
volunteer 
only 
because 
they 
expect 


otherwise to be drafted, the standards 
would 
probably 
have 
to 
be 
raised 


tremendously in order to fulfill the need. 
This would also only emphasize the split 
between the professional military, paid to 
fight for the country, and the everyday 
citizen who might more casually disregard 
the 
nation's 
foreign 
policy 
since 
it 


wouldn't actively concern him. 


The draft right now is anything but 


democratic. Exemptions go to those who 
ere able, either financially or through 
ability, to 
continue 
their 
educational 


studies almost indefinitely or at least until 
they have passed their 26th birthdays It 
also exempts those who marry young and 
father children And a great many who 
need the training, di-cipline and even 
wholesome food of tbe military service are 
exempted because they fail to pass the 
physical, mental or moral requirements. 


An often misunderstood amendment in 


the Bill of Rights is that "a well regulated 


Militia, being necessary to the security of a 
free State, the right of the people to keep 
and bear Arms, shall not be infringed." 
Most experts agree that this means arms 
for the defense of the nation and infers 
the responsibility of the individual to bear 
arms 
for 
that 
purpose. 
Certainly 
a 


"mercenary" army was repugnant to those 
who founded the nation however necessary 
it 
may 
be 
today. 
But 
a 
reasoned 


combination of the 
idea of universal 


military service with raises in benefits for 
those who make a career of the military- 
would serve to uphold American traditions 
and a capable military. 


Basic to such policies would be the 


draft of every young man. probably upon 
the 
completion 
of high school or his 


eighteenth birthday Exemptions should be 
only 
for 
the 
really 
handicapped 
or 


hardship case*. Provisions should be made, 
such as in a bill proposed some months ago 
by Senator Gaylnrd Nelson, to raise the 
educational standards of those who fail to 
meet those requirements, and the same 
should be done for those who are not up to 
the 
physical standards 
within 
certain 


limits. Most definitely the morally unfit 
should also be drafted, if not into actual 
military service, then into work units or 
under psychiatric treatment. 


Such a program would have several 


advantages over the present one. More 
young men mieht choose the military as a 
career after the year's exposure. The 
dragging out of education merely to get 
out of service would disappear. One year's 
break, in the present affluent society, 
would not be a hardship either academical- 
ly or economically for the overwhelming 
majority. 
A by-product 
might 
be

postponement of teen-age marnases. most 
of which are doomed 
to failure. And 


whatever the complaints 
and evasion?, 


there 
would 
hp 
emphasized, 
if 
only 


indirectly, the individual responsibility for 
national defense in a world which has not 
yet outlawed war and where international 
bandits still thrive. 


The present system may manage to fill 


the ranks w;th capable young men. But it 
is undemocratic, slipshod and encourages 
evasions 
and 
lack of respect for 
the 


Government of the United States.
